Signed into Law 

State Senator Loren Bennett 
(R-Canton Township) has an- 
nounced that his utility imposter 
bill, Senate Bill 6, was recently 

signed into law by Governor John 
Engler. 

It will now be a felony in Michi- 
gan to impersonate a utility worker 
while attemptingto commit acrime. 
Criminals using this type of decep- 
tion will face up to two years in 
prison without chance of proba- 
tion or parole, and/or a $1,000 
fine.

Fresh Tomato Mini Pizzas 

(makes 4 servings) 

2 large plum tomatoes, thinly sliced 
lengthwise (reserve juices) 

'/s teaspoon Salt 

2 tablespoons + 1 teaspoon chopped 
fresh basil 

2 garlic cloves, minced 

2 teaspoons olive oil 

4 small pitas (1 ounce each) 

1'/ ounces shredded reducea-fat 
mozzarella cheese 


Preheat oven to 400°F. Spray bak- 


ing sheet with nonstick cooking spray. 

In asmall bowl, combine tomatoes 
and salt: toss to mix well. Stir in basil, 
garlic, and oil; set aside. 

Arrange pitas on a prepared baking 
sheet. Arrange one-fourth of the tomato 
mixture on each pita; spoon one-fourth 
of the reserved tomato juices on each. 
Bake 8 minutes, or until tomatoes are 
hot and softened. 

Sprinkle each pizza with one-fourth 
of the cheese; bake 3 minutes, or until 
cheese is bubbly.

Bacon-Wrapped Shrimp 
(makes 12 servings) 

8 ounces cooked Canadian-style 
bacon, cut in 12 slices 

12 medium shrimp, shelled and 
deveined 

1 medium red bell pepper, seeded and 
cut into 12 strips 

1 tablespoon + 1'/2 teaspoons reducea- 
sodium teriyaki sauce 

1 tablespoon + 1'/2 teaspoons low- 
sodium chili sauce 

1 tablespoon hoisin sauce 

Place bacon on rack; cover with 
paper towel. Microwave on high 1 min- 
ute; pat dry on paper towel. Cool slightly. 

Wrap one shrimp and one pepper 
strip in each piece of bacon; secure with 
wooden pick. Place in 11x17" baking 
dish. Repeat with remaining bacon, 
shrimp, and bell pepper. 

In small bowl, combine the teriyaki, 
chili, and hoisin sauces with 2 table- 
spoons water; pour over shrimp. Cover 
and refrigerate 2 hours, turning once. 

Uncover and microwave on high 3 
to 4 minutes, until shrimp are cooked 
through. Let stand 5 minutes.

Mushroom Turnovers 

(makes 12 servings) 

1 teaspoon unsalted stick margarine 

'/2 cup chicken or vegetable broth 

3 tablespoons minced shallots 

4 cups thinly sliced mushrooms 

1 tablespoon dry sherry 

'/2 teaspoon Salt 

'/e teaspoon freshly ground black 
pepper 

1 tablespoon all-purpose flour 

'/s Cup skim milk 

2 tablespoons light sour cream 

1 tablespoon chopped fresh mint 

4 ounces (about 6 sheets) thawed 
frozen phyllo dough (12x17" each) 

In large nonstick skillet, melt mar- 
garine over low heat; add '/s cup of the 
broth and the shallots. Cook, stirring 
frequently, 4 minutes. Add mushrooms 
and remaining '/s cup broth; cook, cov- 
ered, 5 minutes, oruntil mushrooms are 
tender and most ofthe liquid has evapo- 
rated. Add sherry; stirto combine. Sprin- 
kle with salt and pepper; cook 1 minute. 

Sprinkle flour over mushroom mix- 
ture; stir quickly to combine. Cook, stir- 
ring constantly, 1 minute; stir in milk. 
Simmer, stirring occasionally, 4 to 5 
minutes. Remove from heat; stir in sour 
cream and mint. Set aside; let cool. 

Preheat oven to 400°F. Spray non- 
stick baking sheet with nonstick cook- 
ing spray. 

Spray clean work surface with non- 
stick cooking spray. Arrange 3 sheets of 
the phyllo dough side by side on pre- 
pared work surface. Layer 1 more sheet 
of phyllo dough on each of the 3 sheets, 
making 3 stacks of 2 sheets each. Cut 
each stack into 4 equal strips, 4'/sx12" 
each. Spray surface of each strip with 
nonstick cooking spray. 

Spoon '/2 of the mushroom mixture 
onto the narrow end of 1 strip; fold left 
corner of strip diagonally over filling, 
making atriangle. Fold triangle up, then 
to the right, keeping triangular shape. 
Continue folding, alternating from left to 
right, until entire strip is folded, ending 
with a triangle. Repeat procedure, with 
remaining mushroom mixture and phyllo 
dough strips, making 11 more turnovers. 

Arrange turnovers on prepared bak- 
ing sheet; bake 10 to 15 minutes, until 
golden. Serve immediately.
